Training of Disabled Hen. 


After 
physical rebxhilitation the 


discharged soldier or sailor becomes 
a civilian to be trained for and placed 
in civth'an employment by the Fed- 
eral board. As a student he is sup- 
ported by the government, and the 
same allotment and family allowance 
ror-'iis dependents is paid as -were 
received by thorn -while he -was in the 
military service. As a student, more- 
over, he has the same freedom as any 
other crrillan attending school or col- 
lege. 
He is "on his OTfti," meeting 


such expenses as are not covered "by 
th6 board from the compensation pro- 
Tided in the "Vcfcational Rehabitation 
Act, and sent monthiy or semi-monthly 
direct to him.

Througi tie district vocational of- 


fice, where a medical officer is sta- 
tioned, the health of the disabled men 
is cared for -while in training by the 
board . After he secures permanent 
employment he, as a beneficiary under 
the War-Risk Insurance Act, -will be 


the disabled 
man. 
Manufacturing 


establishments, offices, acd farms arc 
employed to give preliminary train- 
ing. In every- case, however, the board 
requires the hours of instruction to 
be adapted to the needs and interests 
of tire disabled man, definitely plan- 
ned for him as a learner and arranged 
or approved, afe well as inspected and 
supervised, by its agents. 


The length of ibis course o£ pre- 


liminary training varies greatly ac-
